safely home from man’s longest space 
voyage today, splashing down with 
pinpoint precision in the Pacific Ocean 
after 84 days in orbit. 
The Apollo taxi ship carrying Gerald 
P. Carr, William R. Pogue, and 
Edward G. Gibson parachuted into the 
sea 3.4 miles from this recovery ship to 
climax a record flight which the space 
agency said proved "America can do 
anything in manned space flight that it 
so desires.” 
During nearly three months in 
space, the astronauts had circled the 
globe 1,214 times, traveled 34M: million 
miles and gathered a wealth of 
scientific and medical data on man, his 
earth and his solar system. 
The astronauts hit gentle waters 176 
miles southwest of San Diego, Calif., at 
11:17 a.m. EDT after a journey of 84 
days, 1 hour and 16 minutes, breaking 
the previous Sky lab 2 record of 59 
days. 
With visibility of 10 miles, hundreds 
of white-clad sailors on the deck of the 
New Orleans had a ringside view of the 
landing. 
Helicopters were overhead almost 
immediately to drop frogmen into the 
ocean to secure the bobbing spacecraft 
with a floatation collar. 
The recovery ship immediately 
steamed toward the Apollo, ready to 
hoist it aboard as quickly as possible so 
space agency doctors could begin ex­ 
tensive medical examinations to 
determine how well the astronauts 
withstood their long exposure to space 
weightlessness.

down. 
On landing, the astronauts im­ 
mediately took pulse readings on one 
another and through scratchy commu­ 
nications one crewman could be heard 
saying, “ 70 beats on me.” 
The cone-shaped spacecraft turned 
over with its point down and floated 
upside down in the water. Inside, the 
astronauts pushed a lever to inflate 
three plastic balloons which forced the 
craft to right itself. 


There was a small concern as re­ 
entry approached when Mission 
Control detected a leak in one jet 
thruster system capable of guiding the 
Apollo through the atmosphere. 


Not certain how serious the problem 
was, 
controllers instructed

astronauts to use a second thruster 
system that was operable. It worked 
perfectly. 


Because of a slight possibility there 
might be propellant fumes in the 
cabin, the control center advised the 
spacemen to wear oxygen masks 
during the 30-minute re-entry period. 


The astronauts, eager to come home, 
had started the trip earthward at 6:34 
a.m. EDT when they separated the 
Apollo craft from the 118-footlong 
space station which had housed three 
different crews for a total of 171 days.

Washington would only be inflationary' 
and would wind up on the consumer’s 
back. 
Some truckers’ spokesmen present 
at the Washington talks predicted the 
trouble would end by the first of the 
week. It was possible, as some of them 
contended, that most of the ones 
speaking against the settlement were 
militant independents who initiated 
the strike. 
But it was also far from clear what 
power the truckers’ negotiators in 
Washington would have over the 
largely disorganized independent 
drivers who only recently formed into 
dozens of loosely knit groups. 


The settlement terms being carried 
to these drivers will allow them to 
charge more for the cargo they carry 
to cover charges for past and future 
fuel cost increases. It guarantees them 
all the fuel they need, and Sunday sales 
of it. It promises government study of 
possible increases in weight limits of 
the mammoth rigs, and an audit of the 
oil industry'. 
And federal energy chief William E. 
Simon said he would ask bankers and 
other creditors to be sympathetic to 
the owner-drivers unable to meet 
current debt payments because they 
have been idled. 
But

negotiators are able to deliver on their 
hopes of convincing drivers to climb in 
their rigs again, effects of the shut­ 
down will linger. For instance: 
-Truck-transported goods will cost 
consumers more. How much was not 
possible to determine, but the fuel 
surcharge and rate increases to be 
given the drivers will ultimately show 
up at the retail level.

It meant a 
big setback for major educational 
groups trying to correct what they 
claim are inequities in existing 
statutes. 


Dismissed was a case co-ordinated 
by the Buckeye Association of School 
Administrators, the Ohio School 
Boards Association, and the Ohio 
Education Association on behalf of the 
Ashland City School District and 
others in a total of 12 counties. 


They had asked the court to reverse 
1973 tax rate adjustments that were 
made in order to maintain the state’s 
mandated uniform property tax as­ 
sessment rate of 35 per cent. The 


adjustments caused them to lose out on 
the build-in growth they otherwise 
would be getting as a result of inflated 
property values, the school groups’ 
said. 


They argued that the same inflation 
that boosts property values should also 
provide for more income for the 
schools because they also have in­ 
creased costs. 


Paul Taylor, assistant executive 
director of the Buckeye association, 
expressed disappointment over the 
court’s action and said the school 
groups probably now will go to the 
legislature to seek a remedy. 
The 12 counties affected by the 
adjustments had property reap­ 
praisals in 1972, under a state law that 
requires every county to reappraise 
every six years.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio 
became the 33rd state Thursday to 
ratify the Equal Rights Amendment to 
the U.S. Constitution, but not before 
some searching questions from a 
Republican leader. 
The proposal passed the Senate 20- 
12. The House approved it last March 
by a 56-40 margin. 
In other action, the House re­ 
considered and defeated a May 7 ballot 
proposal authorizing a tax break for 
owners of lands used exclusively for 
recreation. 
The issue may be revivied, however. 
Sen. Marigene Valiquette, D-ll 
Toledo, the main sponsor of the ERA, 
carried the proposal on the floor with a 
long emotional pitch that paved the 
way for seven other opponents. 
“ It is an idea,” she said, “ whose 
time has come.” 
Miss Valiquette, lead-off proponent 
for the amendment, noted problems 


she had faced becoming a lawyer and 
practicing her profession as well as 
those she faced in childhood. Her 
father died while she was young. 
“ It has been a harder fight for me 
every step of the way than it is for 
men,” she said. 
“ It will not appreciably change my 
life but there are women in the 
audience whose childrens’ lives will be 
changed,” she added. 
Four senators spoke against the bill, 
one of them unscheduled, Sen. Michael 
J. Maloney, R-7 Cincinnati. The 
Assistant Majority leader warned of 
what it could do. 
Instead of the legislature de­ 
termining discriminatory practices, 
he said, federal court judges— 
“ appointed, not elected” —would be 
deciding what is and what isn’t per­ 
missible. 
“ This amendment is not going to 
assure you anything you are not 


already assured,” he said. “ All it is 
going to do is give your attorney 
another constitutional amendment to 
file suit under.” 


Maloney argued, as did other op­ 
ponents, that the amendment was not 
needed. He said the 14th amendment 
which provides for due process and 
equal protection would have sufficed. 
The 14th, Maloney said, was used by 
blacks after 1954 to gain their rights. 
He said they could have also asked 
Congress for another amendment to 
the constitution. 


The action by the Senate, which 
came before a packed gallery, means 
that only five other states must take 
similar ratification action to make the 
amendment the law of the land. 
The unusual action by the House in

legislature’s black caucus for a non­ 
discrimination amendment. The vote 
for the proposal this time was 56-36 
with 60, or threefifths, needed to put 
the issue on the ballot.

Ike Thompson, D-13 Cleveland, 
asked rejection over a contention by 
Rep. Thomas Bell, D-10 Cleveland, 
that the amendment—to deny tax 
breaks for those property owners who 
discriminate on the basis of sex, race, 
creed, color, or national origin—can be 
put into the statutes when the legis­ 
lature implements the tax program. 
“ Justice delayed is justice denied,” 
Thompson said.

Group Said 


Kidnapers 


BERK ELEY, Calif. (AP) — An 
underground terrorist group says it is 
holding kidnaped Patricia Hearst as a 
prisoner and will execute the 
newspaper heiress if efforts are made 
to rescue her. 
An anxious Hearst family awaited 
further word from the mysterious 
Symbionese Liberation Army, which 
claimed responsibility for the ab­ 
duction in a communique Thursday. 
The group offered a gasoline credit 
card belonging to the girl’s father as 
proof that it held the 19-year-old coed 
as a “ prisoner of war.” 
The girl’s father is Randolph A. 
Hearst, president and editor of the San 
Francisco Examiner. The group’s 
communique called him “ a corporate 
enemy of the people.” 
Hearst said, “ If this is a political 
problem it may become very, very 
difficult.” 
In the letter Thursday to Berkeley 
radio station KPFA, the radical group 
claimed the girl was alive and 
unharmed. But it added: 
“ Should any attempt be made by 
authorities to rescue the prisoner, or to 
arrest or harm any S.L.A. elements, 
the prisoner is to be executed.” 
Hearst said he believed his daughter 
was alive. 
Miss Hearst, a University of 
California student, was kidnaped 
Monday night from her Berkeley 
townhouse in a flurry of gunfire.

Others favoring the settlement agreed 
to in Washington early Thursday 
planned to do likewise. 
But National Guardsmen remained 
on duty in eight states to keep the 
peace and escort truck convoys of 
gasoline and food.

There were also 
predictions of scattered food shortages 
in the Northeast, where prices for 
scarce meat, poultry and produce 
were climbing rapidly. And it was 
predicted meat and produce would be 


short in supply for a week or so, with 
prices higher than normal. 
Against that background, a few 
independent truckers said they 
thought the settlement fair and it was 
time to return to work. 
But the majority of those speaking 
out said government promises of all 
the diesel fuel that truckers need, an 
immediate surcharge on freight rates 
to compensate for past diesel fuel 
increases and future rate hikes to pass 
along increased costs were not enough. 
The general sentiment of those 
opposing a return to work was that the 
proposed settlement reached in 
Washington would only be inflationary 
and would wind up on the consumer’s 
back. 
Some truckers’ spokesmen present 
at the Washington talks predicted the 
trouble would end by the first of the 
week. It was possible, as some of them 
contended, that most of the ones 
speaking against the settlement were 
militant independents who initiated 
the strike. 
But it was also far from clear what 
power the truckers’ negotiators in 
Washington would have over the 
largely disorganized independent 
drivers who only recently formed into 
dozens of loosely knit groups. 


The settlement terms being carried 
to these drivers will allow them to 
charge more for the cargo they carry 
to cover charges for past and future 
fuel cost increases. It guarantees them 
all the fuel they need, and Sunday sales 
of it. It promises government study of 
possible increases in weight limits of 
the mammoth rigs, and an audit of the 
oil industry. 
And federal energy chief William E. 
Simon said he would ask bankers and 
other creditors to be sympathetic to 
the owner-drivers unable to meet 
current debt payments because they 
have been idled. 
But even if Shapp and other 
negotiators are able to deliver on their 
hopes of convincing drivers to climb in 
their rigs again, effects of the shut­ 
down will linger. For instance: 
-Truck-transported goods will cost 
consumers more. How much was not 
possible to determine, but the fuel 
surcharge and rate increases to be 
given the drivers will ultimately show 
up at the retail level. 
—The American Meat Institute said 
next week’s supplies of meat to the 
country have already been reduced by 
25 per cent or more, because livestock 
slaughtered this week has fallen that 
much.

School Tax Valuation Suit 
Dismissed By Ohio Court

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )- Ohio’s 
Supreme Court has dismissed a major 
class action that sought to protect 
school districts from revenue losses 
they experience under new property 
tax laws. 
Without comment, the dismissal 
Thursday was signed by all seven of 
the court’s seven members. It meant a 
big setback for major educational 
groups trying to correct what they 
claim are inequities in existing 
statutes. 


Dismissed was a case co-ordinated 
by the Buckeye Association of School 
Administrators, the Ohio School 
Boards Association, and the Ohio 
Education Association on behalf of the 
Ashland City School District and 
others in a total of 12 counties. 


They had asked the court to reverse 
1973 tax rate adjustments that were 
made in order to maintain the state’s 
mandated uniform property tax as­ 
sessment rate of 35 per cent. The 


adjustments caused them to lose out on 
the build-in growth they otherwise 
would be getting as a result of inflated 
property values, the school groups’ 
said. 


They argued that the same inflation 
that boosts property values should also 
provide for more income for the 
schools because they also have in­ 
creased costs. 


Paul Taylor, assistant executive 
director of the Buckeye association, 
expressed disappointment over the 
court’s action and said the school 
groups probably now will go to the 
legislature to seek a remedy. 
The 12 counties affected by the 
adjustments had property reap­ 
praisals in 1972, under a state law that 
requires every county to reappraise 
every six years. The 1973 adjustments 
meant a rollback in the millage of 
some school districts. “ I don’t believe 
it was the intent of the legislature to 
have a rollback in millage after every 
sexennial reappraisal,” Taylor said. 
Equal Rights Proponents Praise Passage Of Amendment 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio 
became the 33rd state Thursday to 
ratify the Equal Rights Amendment to 
the U.S. Constitution, but not before 
some searching questions from a 
Republican leader. 
The proposal passed the Senate 29- 
12. The House approved it last March 
by a 56-40 margin. 
In other action, the House re­ 
considered and defeated a May 7 ballot 
proposal authorizing a tax break for 
owners of lands used exclusively for 
recreation. 
The issue may be revivied, however. 
Sen. Marigene Valiquette, D-ll 
Toledo, the main sponsor of the ERA, 
carried the proposal on the floor with a 
long emotional pitch that paved the 
way for seven other opponents. 
“ It is an idea,” she said, “ whose 
time has come.” 
Miss Valiquette, lead-off proponent 
for the amendment, noted problems 


she had faced becoming a lawyer and 
practicing her profession as well as 
those she faced in childhood. Her 
father died while she was young. 
“ It has been a harder fight for me 
every step of the way than it is for 
men,” she said. 
“ It will not appreciably change my 
life but there are women in the 
audience whose childrens’ lives will be 
changed,” she added. 
Four senators spoke against the bill, 
one of them unscheduled, Sen. Michael 
J. Maloney, R-7 Cincinnati. The 
Assistant Majority leader warned of 
what it could do. 
Instead of the legislature de­ 
termining discriminatory practices, 
he said, federal court judges— 
“ appointed, not elected” —would be 
deciding what is and what isn’t per­ 
missible. 
“ This amendment is not going to 
assure you anything you are not 


already assured,” he said. “ All it is 
going to do is give your attorney 
another constitutional amendment to 
file suit under.” 


Maloney argued, as did other op­ 
ponents, that the amendment was not 
needed. He said the 14th amendment 
which provides for due process and 
equal protection would have sufficed. 
The 14th, Maloney said, was used by 
blacks after 1954 to gain their rights. 
He said they could have also asked 
Congress for another amendment to 
the constitution. 


The action by the Senate, which 
came before a packed gallery, means 
that only five other states must take 
similar ratification action to make the 
amendment the law of the land. 
The unusual action by the House in 
reconsidering the previously-approved 
recreational 
lands 
amendment 
resulted from lobbying by the 


legislature’s black caucus for a non­ 
discrimination amendment. The vote 
for the proposal this time was 56-36 
with 60, or threefifths, needed to put 
the issue on the ballot. The vote the 
first time around was 81-6. 
Rep. Ike Thompson, D-13 Cleveland, 
asked rejection over a contention by 
Rep. Thomas Bell, D-10 Cleveland, 
that the amendment—to deny tax 
breaks for those property owners who 
discriminate on the basis of sex, race, 
creed, color, or national origin—can be 
put into the statutes when the legis­ 
lature implements the tax program. 
“ Justice delayed is justice denied,” 
Thompson said. 


Minority Leader Charles F. Kurfess 
was critical of Democrats who 
reversed their votes on the resolution 
“ because of the black issue. The libs 
jumped ship to save face.” 
Thursday’s House maneuvering 


may have jeopardized chances for 
getting the issue on the May ballot. 
Any proposal to be placed before 
voters has to be approved by both 
chambers and submitted to the 
secretary of state 75 days before an 
election. That makes the deadline Feb. 
21, and only six legislative working 
days remain until that time. 


In other action, the House defeated 
one bill, passed another, delayed a 
vote on a third measure, and sent to 
the Judiciary Committee for further 
study a proposal that would allow col­ 
leges and universities, in certain 
situations, to dip into their endowment 
funds for operating expenses. They 
now may only use income earned by 
the endowments. 


By a vote of 90-0, the House sent to 
the Senate a measure that allows 
voters to cast absentee ballots at local 
boards of election until noon on 


Saturdays preceding an election. 
Representatives defeated a bill, 49- 
42 with 50 needed, to increase the pay 
of appeals court judges sitting by 
assignment from $20 to $30 a day. Rep. 
Joseph P. Tulley, R-59 Mentor, and 
others criticized the measure because 
the cost would be placed upon the 
counties and not the state. 
Among new bills introduced in the 
House were two by Rep. J. Leonard 
Camera, D-53 Lorain, to strengthen 
and make adjustments in Ohio’s 
minimum wage law. 


Sen. Oliver Ocasek, D-27 Akron, 
offered in the upper chamber a 
duplicate of the administration’s 
emergency energy bill currently being 
heard by the House Select Committee 
on Energy. It will permit senators to 
go ahead with consideration of the 
proposal without having to wait until 
the House acts.

SPACE CENTER, Hou ston (AP) - 
Ev ery thing went fine for 63 seconds. 
After that, the trou bles of Sky lab 
began. 
The marv el of America’s first space 
station is not that nine men liv ed 
aboard the 118-footlong craft for a total 
of 171 day s, bu t that any body liv ed 
aboard it at all. 


Sky lab was lau nched May 14 with a 
paper-thin alu minu m micrometeorite 
shield cov ering its ou ter hu ll. The 
shield was to snap into place after the 
large space station achiev ed orbit. 
Instead, the shield deploy ed only 63 
seconds after lau nch and ripped away , 
leav ing the hu ll bare. The sheer force 
of the tearing metal wrenched off one 
solar power wing and jammed another 
one. 


The lau nch of the first Sky lab crew, 
Charles Conrad, Joseph P. Kerwin and 
Pau l J. Weitz, was postponed. Bu t 
du ring the nex t 10 day s American 
aerospace technology worked to sav e 
the space station and thu s rescu e the 
entire $2.5 billion Sky lab program. 
It was known immediately that 
withou t the shield, the space station 
wou ld ov erheat. Engineers dev ised 
su n shades that cou ld be deploy ed by 
the Sky lab 1 crew. 
It was also known that withou t the 
u se of the jammed solar panel, Skly ab 
wou ld be crippled by a power shortage. 
Engineers and astronau ts q u ickly 


dev ised way s for Sky lab 1 astronau ts 
to deploy the jammed wing. 
Conrad, Kerwin and Weitz were 
lau nched on May 25. 
The nex t day , working in temperatu res 
approaching 125 degrees inside 
Sky lab, they deploy ed a parasol-like 
su n 
shade. 
The 
temperatu res 
gradu ally dropped to a liv able 75, bu t 
Sky lab still had a power shortage. 
On Ju ne 7, in one of the most daring 
space walks ev er, Conrad and Kerwin 
u sed improv ised hand holds and tools 
to cu t away a strip of metal jamming 
the power wing. 
Officials now say that at that point 
things began to look better. 
“Needless to say , none of u s really 
dreamed that this cou ld be done,“ said 
Dr. James Fletcher, administrator of 
the National Aeronau tics and Space 
Administration. He called the men of 
Sky lab 1 the “master tinkerers of 
space’’ after they completed their 28- 
day mission. 
Bu t the space station wasn’t throu gh 
with its last stru ggle. 
The su n shade deploy ed by the men 
of Sky lab 1 began deteriorating. When 
Sky lab 2 astronau ts Alan L. Bean, Dr. 
Owen K. Garriott and Jack R. Ix msma 
were lau nched Ju ly 28, they took along 
a new shade. 
The astronau ts remov ed the parasol 
installed on Sky lab 1 and Garriott and 
IiOu sma deploy ed a new cloth shade 
du ring a difficu lt space walk.

Terrorists 
Free Dozen, 
Board Plane 


KUWAIT (AP) — Fiv e masked 
terrorists left the Japanese Embassy 
here Friday , freeing a trembling 
Japanese ambassador and 11 other 
hostages u nharmed. 
The terrorists boarded a Japanese 
airliner carry ing fou r comrades flown 
to this Persian Gu lf sheikdom from 
Singapore at the demand of the grou p 
holding the embassy here. 


The plane remained on the grou nd at 
the Ku waiti airport, where an in­ 
formant said the aircraft was 
awaiting “landing permission from an 
u ndisclosed Arab airport.” There was 
specu alation they were bou nd for Iraq 
or Sou th Yemen, the only two Arab 
cou ntries whose gov ernments hav e not 
repu diated terrorism. 


The terrorists’ faces were masked 
by red kaffiy ehs, the traditional Arab 
headdress fav ored by Palestinian 
gu errillas. It was initially believ ed 
there were sev en terrorists who left 
the embassy , bu t there were two 
policemen also wearing kaffiy ehs. 
The terrorists seized the embassy on 
Wednesday . 


They left the six -story bu ilding by a 
fire escape and were taken to the 
airport in a heav ily gu arded motor­ 
cade. Three of the terrorists left on 
stretchers, 
“ su ffering 
from 
ex hau stion,” said a fireman who 
helped carry them ou t. 


The hostages, who inclu ded the 
Japanese ambassador to Ku wait and 
members of his staff, were taken to the 
foreign ministry . All were reported 
safe. 
The Japanese airliner arriv ed in 
Ku wait early today with the fou r pro- 
Arab terrorists from Singapore. 


Ambassador Ry okoo Ishikawa was 
u nshav en, tired and shaking with 
tension as he spoke to newsmen after a 
conference with Foreign M inister 
Sabah el Ahmed. 
“As y ou see, I am in good health 
becau se of the efforts of Ku waiti 
gov ernment officials,” he said. “I 
thank the gov ernment and people of 
Ku wait and Japan for all they hav e 
done to secu re ou r release.”

SPACE CENTER, Houston (AP) - 
Everything went fine for 63 seconds. 
After that, the troubles of Skylab 
began. 
The marvel of America’s first space 
station is not that nine men lived 
aboard the 118-footlong craft for a total 
of 171 days, but that anybody lived 
aboard it at all. 


Skylab was launched May 14 with a 
paper-thin aluminum micrometeorite 
shield covering its outer hull. The 
shield was to snap into place after the 
large space station achieved orbit. 
Instead, the shield deployed only 63 
seconds after launch and ripped away, 
leaving the hull bare. The sheer force 
of the tearing metal wrenched off one 
solar power wing and jammed another 
one. 


The launch of the first Skylab crew, 
Charles Conrad, Joseph P. Kerwin and 
Paul J. Weitz, was postponed. But 
during the next IO days American 
aerospace technology worked to save 
the space station and thus rescue the 
entire $2.5 billion Skylab program. 
It was known immediately that 
without the shield, the space station 
would overheat. Engineers devised 
sun shades that could be deployed by 
the Skylab I crew. 
It was also known that without the 
use of the jammed solar panel, Sklyab 
would be crippled by a power shortage. 
Engineers and astronauts quickly 


devised ways for Skylab I astronauts 
to deploy the jammed wing. 
Conrad, Kerwin and Weitz were 
launched on May 25. 
The next day, working in temperatures 
approaching 125 degrees inside 
Skylab, they deployed a parasol-like 
sun 
shade. 
The 
tem peratures 
gradually dropped to a livable 75, but 
Skylab still had a power shortage. 
On June 7, in one of the most daring 
space walks ever, Conrad and Kerwin 
used improvised hand holds and tools 
to cut away a strip of metal jamming 
the power wing. 
Officials now say that at that point 
things began to look better. 
“Needless to say, none of us really 
dreamed that this could be done,4* said 
Dr. James Fletcher, administrator of 
the National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration. He called the men of 
Skylab I the 44master tinkerers of 
space” after they completed their 28- 
day mission. 
But the space station wasn’t through 
with its last struggle. 
The sun shade deployed by the men 
of Skylab I began deteriorating. When 
Skylab 2 astronauts Alan L. Bean, Dr. 
Owen K. Garriott and Jack R. Lousma 
were launched July 28, they took along 
a new shade. 
The astronauts removed the parasol 
installed on Skylab I and Garriott and 
I^ousma deployed a new cloth shade 
during a difficult space walk.

Terrorists 
Free Dozen, 
Board Plane 


KUWAIT (AP) - Five masked 
terrorists left the Japanese Embassy 
here Friday, freeing a trembling 
Japanese ambassador and ll other 
hostages unharmed. 
The terrorists boarded a Japanese 
airliner carrying four comrades flown 
to this Persian Gulf sheikdom from 
Singapore at the demand of the group 
holding the embassy here. 


The plane remained on the ground at 
the Kuwaiti airport, where an in­ 
form ant said the aircraft was 
awaiting “landing permission from an 
undisclosed Arab airport.” There was 
specualation they were bound for Iraq 
or South Yemen, the only two Arab 
countries whose governments have not 
repudiated terrorism. 


The terrorists’ faces were masked 
by red kaffiyehs, the traditional Arab 
headdress favored by Palestinian 
guerrillas. It was initially believed 
there were seven terrorists who left 
the embassy, but there were two 
policemen also wearing kaffiyehs. 
The terrorists seized the embassy on 
Wednesday. 


They left the six-story building by a 
fire escape and were taken to the 
airport in a heavily guarded motor­ 
cade. Three of the terrorists left on 
stretchers, 
“ suffering 
from 
exhaustion,” said a fireman who 
helped carry them out. 


The hostages, who included the 
Japanese ambassador to Kuwait and 
members of his staff, were taken to the 
foreign ministry. Ail were reported 
safe. 
The Japanese airliner arrived in 
Kuwait early today with the four pro- 
Arab terrorists from Singapore. 


Ambassador Ryokoo Ishikawa was 
unshaven, tired and shaking with 
tension as he spoke to newsmen after a 
conference with Foreign M inister 
Sabah el Ahmed. 
“As you see, I am in good health 
because of the efforts of Kuwaiti 
government officials,” he said. “I 
thank the government and people of 
Kuwait and Japan for all they have 
done to secure our release.”

A g e n c y 's A p p ro val 


CI.EVKI.AND, Ohio (A P)— The 
Northeast Ohio Areawide Coordinating 
Agency has approved a 1974 budget of 
$1.2 million, nearly 33 per cent higher 
than last year’s budget. 
Contributing to the larger budget, 
which was approved Wednesday, were 
increased staff costs and consultant 
fees. The federal government pays two 
thirds of the total budget, with the rest 
coming from local government dues. 


ABOARD M V AN GEIJN A LAURO. 
— The big ship slides slowly toward a 
corrugated tin dock at Colon, Panama. 
It’s an old sailor’s tavern town on the 
Atlantic side. Truly, the Panama 
Canal is the umbilical cord of world 
commerce. It is only 50 miles long, but 
it ties the two great oceans, the 
Atlantic and the Pacific. 
If the Panama Canal had not been 
built by President Theodore Roosevelt 
ships would still be braving wind and 
wave for an extra 8,000 miles to sail 
around South America. He ordered it 
built, and most Americans cannot 
remember much about it except that it 
was here that Dr. William C. Gorgas 
conquered yellow fever. 
The tension are between the 1,600,000 
Panamanians and the 
15.000 em­ 
ployees of the American canal. Forty 
ships a day flying many different flags 
transit the 50 miles in about 16 hours, 
at an average cost of $7,200 per vessel. 
It would cost at least nine times that 
sum to sail south to the Straits of 
Magellan. So they pay. And cut costs 
and two weeks of time. The U.S. gives 
the Republic of Panama about 
$2,000,000 a year for the canal and a 16- 
mile strip of territory. 
The Panama Canal costs $98 million 
a year in salaries and repairs. It 
grosses $98 million a year in revenue. 
It is not a profitable business, but an 
imperative one. The government of 
Panama 
wants more millions of 
American dollars. 
Panama, as a nation, is an enigma. 
For centuries, it was a province of 
Colombia. It seceded and formed its 
own government. The people are poor, 
and yet their nation not only connects 
two oceans east and west, but two 
continents north and south. 
We drove the length of the canal to 
look, to listen, to ask questions. At 
Miraflores locks, we saw a huge 
container ship being hauled into a 
nautical stall by small donkey engines. 
When the locks were closed behind it, 
18-foot throats of underwater pipes

poured a half million gallons of water a 
minute into the lock and lifted the ship 
and its cargo 47 feet. The front gates 
were slowly opened, and the ship was 
hauled eastward into a lake area 
before entering the next lock at Gatun. 
One of the mysteries is that a tourist 
can sit on the edge of the Pacific Ocean 
at Panama City and see the sun rise 
there; later, it will set in the Atlantic 
Ocean. This is because the isthmus 
twists like a hooked worm and, from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific, the canal 
runs north to south. 
Much of the nation is matted jungle. 
In towns and cities, Panama soldiers 
shoulder rifles on the streets. In all 
public buildings, one sees the same 
portrait of President Demetrio ljakas. 
In case anyone is beset by democratic 
notions, Ixikas poses in a military 
uniform. Once a week, they say, he 
walks among the people. 
El Presidente has three aspirations: 
(1). Remaining in office; (2). Getting 
more money and a canal partnership 
with the U.S.; (3). Coaxing U.S. 
tourists to visit his country at a modest 
price of $24 a day for a double room in 
a good hotel. 
Although Panama is only 9 degrees 
north of the equator, the trade winds 
are steady and the nights are cool. The 
fishing, especially on the Pacific side, 
is superb. The San Bias Indians — 
broad flat faces, oriental cast eyes — 
are tractable. Crime in the streets is, 
as everywhere, confined to the young. 
The people have slogans. The 
friendliest, referring to the U.S. canal, 
states: “ A nation divided to unite the 
world.” The accurate reflection of 
hostile feelings to Americans is 
painted in tar on walls: 
“ Yanqui Reptil” ; 
“ Yanqui 
is 
anim al.” The slogans, and the 
presence of soldiers, will not promote 
tourism. Nor will the tedious photos of 
I^kas frowning from walls in strange 
places. 
Simple justice would indicate that 
the government of Panama deserves 


more than $2 million a year for 
granting extraterritorial rights to the 
Americans. The rates for ships using 
the canal should be raised to pay it. 
The country is small, arrogant and 
resentful. Threats by the U.S. to build 
a new water level canal northward in 
Costa Rica would, in time, lead to 
identical greed. 
We drove 50 miles back to the ship on 
the Atlantic side and I felt that a strong 
nation and a small one will, in time, 
reach an amicable agreement. I asked 
an American what was the most ex­ 
pensive transit of the Panama Canal. 
“ A big ship,” he said, “ 40,000” . “ What 
was the cheapest?” “ Thirty-five cents. 
A guy in shorts swam through the 
canal. . .”

Help And Headache 


ABOARD M V ANGEIJNA LAURO. 
— The big ship slides slowly toward a 
corrugated tin dock at Colon, Panama. 
It’s an old sailor’s tavern town on the 
Atlantic side. Truly, the Panama 
Canal is the umbilical cord of world 
commerce. It is only 50 miles long, but 
it ties the two great oceans, the 
Atlantic and the Pacific. 
If the Panama Canal had not been 
built by President Theodore Roosevelt 
ships would still be braving wind and 
wave for an extra 8,000 miles to sail 
around South America. He ordered it 
built, and most Americans cannot 
remember much about it except that it 
was here that Dr. William C. Gorgas 
conquered yellow fever. 
The tension are between the 1,600,000 
Panamanians and the 15,000 em­ 
ployees of the American canal. Forty 
ships a day flying many different flags 
transit the 50 miles in about 16 hours, 
at an average cost of $7,200 per vessel. 
It would cost at least nine times that 
sum to sail south to the Straits of 
Magellan. So they pay. And cut costs 
and two weeks of time. The U.S. gives 
the Republic of Panama about 
$2,000,000 a year for the canal and a 10- 
mile strip of territory. 
The Panama Canal costs $98 million 
a year in salaries and repairs. It 
grosses $98 million a year in revenue. 
It is not a profitable business, but an 
imperative one. The government of 
Panama wants more millions of 
American dollars. 
Panama, as a nation, is an enigma. 
For centuries, it was a province of 
Colombia. It seceded and formed its 
own government. The people are poor, 
and yet their nation not only connects 
two oceans east and west, but two 
continents north and south. 
We drove the length of the canal to 
look, to listen, to ask questions. At 
Miraflores locks, we saw a huge 
container ship being hauled into a 
nautical stall by small donkey engines. 
When the locks were closed behind it, 
18-foot throats of underwater pipes

poured a half million gallons of water a 
minute into the lock and lifted the ship 
and its cargo 47 feet. The front gates 
were slowly opened, and the ship was 
hauled eastward into a lake area 
before entering the next lock at Gatun. 
One of the mysteries is that a tourist 
can sit on the edge of the Pacific Ocean 
at Panama City and see the sun rise 
there; later, it will set in the Atlantic 
Ocean. This is because the isthmus 
twists like a hooked worm and, from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific, the canal 
runs north to south. 
Much of the nation is matted jungle. 
In towns and cities, Panama soldiers 
shoulder rifles on the streets. In all 
public buildings, one sees the same 
portrait of President Demetrio Ixikas. 
In case anyone is beset by democratic 
notions, I.akas poses in a military 
uniform. Once a week, they say, he 
walks among the people. 
El Presidente has three aspirations: 
(I). Remaining in office; (2). Getting 
more money and a canal partnership 
with the U.S.; (3). Coaxing U.S. 
tourists to visit his country at a modest 
price of $24 a day for a double room in 
a good hotel. 
Although Panama is only 9 degrees 
north of the equator, the trade winds 
are steady and the nights are cool. The 
fishing, especially on the Pacific side, 
is superb. The San Blas Indians — 
broad flat faces, oriental cast eyes — 
are tractable. Crime in the streets is, 
as everywhere, confined to the young. 
The people have slogans. The 
friendliest, referring to the U.S. canal, 
states: “A nation divided to unite the 
world.” The accurate reflection of 
hostile feelings to Americans is 
painted in tar on walls: 
“ Yanqui Reptil” ; 
“ Yanqui is 
anim al.’’ The slogans, and the 
presence of soldiers, will not promote 
tourism. Nor will the tedious photos of 
I.akas frowning from walls in strange 
places. 
Simple justice would indicate that 
the government of Panama deserves 


more than $2 million a year for 
granting extraterritorial rights to the 
Americans. The rates for ships using 
the canal should be raised to pay it. 
The country is small, arrogant and 
resentful. Threats by the U.S. to build 
a new water level canal northward in 
Costa Rica would, in time, lead to 
identical greed. 
We drove 50 miles back to the ship on 
the Atlantic side and I felt that a strong 
nation and a small one will, in time, 
reach an amicable agreement. I asked 
an American what was the most ex­ 
pensive transit of the Panama Canal. 
“A big ship,” he said, “40,000”. “What 
was the cheapest?” “Thirty-five cents. 
A guy in shorts swam through the 
canal. ..”

What A Come-Down 


NEW YORK, - People . .. Places 


Don’t lool^ now, but three astronauts 
are about to*plop in the Pacific 170 
miles southwest of San Diego. It’s all 
very hush-hush. While they were in 
Skylab during their 84-day tour of duty, 
people forgot their names. Their 
names are Edward G. Gibson, Gerald, 
P. Carr and William R. Pogue. 
No live TV shots. The National Space 
Agency will shoot some film and have 
it flown to San Diego “for the lith hour 
news,” as one spokesman put it. 
“ Beautiful country!” exclaimed 
Gibson as he gazed down on the U.S. 
from 250 miles up, the other day. “I’m 
glad to be coming back to it.” His voice 
seemed to say that he and his intrepid 
buddies had forgiven us for our callous 
indifference to a space flight that will 
be studied by school children 1,000 
years hence. 
The privacy of their return is as if 
Ferdinand (or Isabella), recognizing a 
face they hadn’t seen for some months, 
said, “Hi, Christopher, where you 
been?” 
The Skylab 3 (or is it Skylab 4?) crew 
brings back with them 38,000 pictures 
of the sun, stars, and Kohoutek, a 
heavenly body they saw better than 
anybody on earth. They also return 
with miles of tapes and other recor­ 
dings that will tell us more about our 
planet than any others ever ac­ 
cumulated in the history of ex­ 
ploration. Magellan was an amateur 
compared to Gibson, Carr and Pogue; 
Marco Polo a fellow who spent the 
night with the Kublai Khan. 
This is the end of the road for 
American manned space flights until 
July, 1975, when Deke Slayton, who 
might have made the first such flight 
except for something diagnosed as a 
heart murmur, goes up (at 30) with 
Tom Stafford and Vance Brand to join 
a Russian Cosmonaut team in orbit. 
Before they shoved off in their Apollo 
command module and started the fiery 
descent to earth, Gibson, Carr and 
Pogue said a fond farewell to the in­ 
credibly effective space vehicle we 
call skylab. It had been wounded in the 
course of being put in orbit a long time 
ago, was repaired with a tin umbrella, 
heated up, cooled off too much, wob­ 
bled, lost a stabilizing gyroscope, and 
underwent other problems. The 
astronauts put the huge space haven in 
a “ gravity gradient mode,” the 
posture of an upright dumbbell, turned 
off all power, and it will cruise around 
our mortal coil in that position for the 
next eight to ten years. Then the 
inexorable pull of gravity will prevail 
and it will fall into the gelatine mass in 
which we wallow — our atmosphere — 
and become the most expensive cinder 
in history. 
To repeat: their names are Gibson, 
Carr and Pogue, even though nobody 
will have the grace to give them a 
tickertape parade.

I^actinex and Bacid are therefore 
being tried in pill form and are said to 
be effective in some cases. 
Dr. J. S. Gusik, of Roselle, N. J., 
suggests that the application of tinc­ 
ture of benzoin to the canker sore 
brings immediate relief and helps to 
speed the healing. 
Why don’t you try it? 


I hate to ask my doctor about this 
because he might think I distrust him.

Dear Mr. B.: 
Routine blood cultures are not part 
of a general physical examination. 
These complex studies are done only 
when a severe illness suggests that 
bacteria may be circulating in the 
bloodstream. 


I have never had a blood culture 
token during any of my yearly 
physical examinations. 


At what period during pregnancy is 
German measles most dangerous to 
the mother and the unborn child9

Dear Mrs. M.: 
It is the unborn child who is the 
target, not the mother. The greatest 
danger is probably during the first 
three months of pregnancy.

NEW YORK (AP) - Although it has 
always been quite adaptive to the 
changing times, the trading stomp 
industry has token its lumps in the past 
five years. 
In 1968, you may remember, fickle 
consumers who had been enthusiastic 
collectors and redeemers of stomps 
revolted against grocery store gim­ 
micks and games and promotions and 
stamps. 
Down went stomp sales, from more 
than $1 billion in that year, when 70 per 
cent of all major supermarkets offered 
them, to only $600 million last year. 
And don’t forget, dollars in 1973 were 
worth a lot less than in 1968. 
But this year was supposed to be the 
turnaround, and it probably would 
have been too, except for the energy 
shortfall. Service stations had become 
big customers of stomps. But why give 
stamps when you can’t even sell 
gasoline? 
The industry lost 50 per cent of the 
service station business it had built up, 
and that loss can be measured in great 
big dollars rather than tiny-valued 
stomps. Service stations represented 
15 per cent of total sales. 
Therefore, said Lawrence Crane Jr., 
the new chairman of the Trading 
Stomp Institute of America, 1974 is 
likely to be a static rather than turn­ 
around year. 
Crane, who heads the Quality Stamp 
Co., based in Memphis, Term., believes 
that stomps must be part of a positive 


promotion, part of a continuing and 
unified campaign to serve customers 
and to help a company maintain a 
service image. 
When supermarket chains reduced 
their reliance on stomps they began 
promoting lower prices. But in Crane’s 
view, that type of promotion has 
proven to be too costly. 
Some large chains, until recently 
including the Great Atlantic & Pacific 
Tea Co., have operated in the red for 
months. Others have found their profit 
on sales dropping from 2 cents on the 
dollar to one-half cent. 
To be effective, Crane maintains, a 
discount operation has to go all the 
way toward producing a low-cost 
image. It must have huge outlets, ca­ 
pable of $250,000 sales a week. It must 
remain open odd hours and seven days 
a week. 
Even so, he believes that price 
cutting has lost credibility. “How can 
you have low prices when everyone 
knows prices are rising?” he asked. 
That situation, he believes, could leave 
an opening for the return of stomps. 
Many stamp companies have opened 
catalogue stores that permit them to 
sell in great volume. Some have 
opened travel agencies or otherwise 
diversified. But stamps remain the 
basic product, the hope of the future.

Nixon expressed frustration over 
dealing with the nation’s many 
economic problems. But he said the 
American people are better off than 
they think. 
He reaffirmed his faith in a free 
economy and said the system of wage- 
price controls he established in 1971 to 
corral inflation would continue to be 
phased out. When, he didn’t say. 
The lengthy economic report also 
scooped the 
P resident’s budget 
message, scheduled to go to Congress 
Monday. It showed the budget for 
fiscal 1975 will total $304.4 billion, with 
a deficit of $9.4 billion. 
Defense spending will rise about $7 
billion to a record level of $87.7 billion. 
Nixon said the budget will impose 
moderate economic restraint, because 
the total spending does not surpass the 
revenues that would be brought in by 
the government in a time of high 
prosperity. 
He promised to step in and increase 
federal spending if necessary to keep 
the unemployment rate from going too 
high as a result of the energy crisis. 
Consumers can expect food and fuel 
prices to rise sharply between now and 
mid-year, Council Chairman Herbert 
Stein said. 
After the sharp increases in the cost 


of living have run their course, the rise 
should slow to an annual rate of about 
4.5 per cent in the second half of the 
year, the report said. 
Nixon outlined this strategy for 
dealing with the nation’s economic 
problems partly brought on by the 
energy crisis: 
—The budget will create little 
stimulus, but spending will be in- 
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creased if necessary should unem­ 
ployment get too high. Tax cuts are a 
possibility. Nixon urged Congress to 
approve legislation to improve the 
unemployment insurance program to 
help ease the energy crisis’ impact. 
—He said he will work with the other 
oil-consuming nations to avoid a 
worldwide recession. Higher energy 
prices will be permitted for maximum 
domestic exploration and production, 
he said. 
—“We will continue our policy of 
maximum agricultural production to 
help hold down food prices,” he said. 
The United States will find itself with 
higher import bills for oil in 1974 and, 
as a result, what was once expected to 
be a sizable trade balance will prob­ 
ably be wiped out, the report said. 
The money that industrialized 
nations will have to shell out for higher 
oil prices from the Arab oil-producirtg 


nations could lead to “cumulative re­ 
cession,” the council said. 
E,ven if the Arab oil embargo is 
lifted, the administration’s economic 
forecast probably won’t change much, 
the council said. 
Stein declined to predict how long 
the economy would actually decline 
this year, but he said, “We do not 
expect a recession.” 
A recession is usually defined as 
declining economic output for two 
consecutive quarters. 
The report predicted an acceleration 
of inflation by another important 
measure, that estimated from Gross 
National 
Product 
figures. 
This 
measure takes into account prices of 
goods across the economy, not just at 
the consumer level. 
Prices as guaged by GNP figures 
will rise by 7 per cent, up from 5.7 per 
cent in 1973, the council said.

WASHINGTON i A P) - Two women 
members of Congress who say the cash 
value of women’s work in maintainng 
households has been neglected too long 
have introduced legislation for Social 
Security coverage of homemakers. 
Reps. Barabara Jordan, D-Tex., and 
Martha W. Griffiths, D-Mich., said in 
interviews the bill has little chance of 
early enactment. But they said it will 
start talk and ultimately should lead to 
recognition of the idea that women who 
cook, clean house, wash clothes, tend— 
and transport—children are just as 
truly economic producers as those who 
go to an office. 
Their bill would treat homemakers, 
for Social Security purposes, as self- 
employed workers, if they chose to 
take advantage of it. 
They would have to pay Social 
Security taxes in addition to what their 
spouses contribute, but they would 
pick up additional rights. 
“ A wife who becomes severely ill 
would be able to qualify for disability 
benefits,’’ Mrs. Jordan said. “ A 
husband who becomes a widower 
would also be eligible to apply for 
survivor benefits in order to assist in 
paying for substitute homemaker 
services.” 
“ Remember, there are some male 
homemakers too,” she added, saying 
the measure would help the non- 
working husband of working wives.

Jill Ruckelshaus, whose husband 
was a victim in last October’s so-called 
Saturday Night Massacre, said on a 
television talk show here Thursday 
that her husband talked her out of 
resigning. 
“ At first I was very emotional, but 
he convinced me it would have been 
the wTo ng thing to generate a mass ex­ 
odus,” she said. 
Ruckelshaus was deputy attorney 
general in October when both he and 
Atty. Gen. Elliot Richardson resigned 
rather than fire then-special Water­ 
gate prosecutor Archibald Cox. 
She said she and her husband still 
support the administration. 
“ Billy resigned because he was 
asked to do something he felt was 
severely wrong,” she said. 
“ His action was not a repudiation of 
the President or the administration,” 
she said. “ He simply said, ‘I cannot do 
this.’ Every public servant ought to 
have a line beyond which he cannot 
go.” 
Mrs. Ruckelshaus appeared on the 
Phil Donahue Show, a syndicated 
television talk show which originates 
in Dayton. 
Asked about the possibility of an 
E l l i o t 
Ri c h a r d s o n - W i l l i a m 
Ruckelshaus ticket in 1976, she 
quipped, “ It’s pretty hard to get on a 
button.” 
“ I think Elliot Richardson would 
make a superb President and there is 
no one in politics I admire more than 
my husband,” she said. 


“ There is 
always some 
envi­ 
ronmental determination and always 
some individual determination and it 
is improper to exclude either.” 
But he adds that the present popular 
attitude appears to be that “ in the 
courtroom, everyone is responsible. 
Elsewhere, almost no one seems to 
be.” 
He says recognizing the fact of 
voluntarily willed sin is “ the only 
hopeful view,” since it implies the 
possibility of repenting and correcting 
it. He adds. 
“ The logical, reasonable, effective 
solution for tension reduction in such 
circumstances is to make atonement, 
as the theologians call it, or as we say, 
by restitution, acknowledgment and 
revised tactics.”

He suggests the word “ hate” as the 
composite term for sin, and adds: “ In 
terms of action, the long-term con­ 
sequences of hate are self-destruction. 
Thus the wages of sin really are 
death.”

Karl Menninger, says the old religious 
word, “ sin,” has almost disappeared 
from modem usage, but it remains a 
fact of the human condition that must 
be recognized to deal with it.

“ guilt and sin’’ have been glossed over 
as only symptoms of emotional illness 
or environmental conditioning for 
which the individual isn’t considered 
responsible, but he adds: 
“ There is sin’ ... which cannot be 
subsumed under verbal artifacts such 
as disease,’ ‘delinquency,’ deviancy.’ 
There is immorality. 
There is 
unethical 
behavior. 
There 
is 
wrongdoing.” 
He calls for a reaffirmation of the 
concept of “ sin" and of personal 
responsibility for it. In a new book 
published by 
Hawthorne 
called 
“Whatever Became of Sin?” he 
declares: 
“ If 
the 
concept 
of 
personal 
responsibility and answerability for 
ourselves and for others were to return 
to common acceptance, hope would 
return to the world with it.” 
Housewives 
Given Push 
For Benefits 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Two women 
members of Congress who say the cash 
value of women’s work in maintainng 
households has been neglected too long 
have introduced legislation for Social 
Security coverage of homemakers. 
Reps. Barabara Jordan, D-Tex., and 
Martha W. Griffiths, D-Mich., said in 
interviews the bill has little chance of 
early enactment. But they said it will 
start talk and ultimately should lead to 
recognition of the idea that women who 
cook, clean house, wash clothes, tend— 
and transport—children are just as 
truly economic producers as those who 
go to an office. 
Their bill would treat homemakers, 
for Social Security purposes, as self­ 
employed workers, if they chose to 
take advantage of it. 
They would have to pay Social 
Security taxes in addition to what their 
spouses contribute, but they would 
pick up additional rights. 
“ A wife who becomes severely ill 
would be able to qualify for disability 
benefits,” Mrs. Jordan said. “ A 
husband who becomes a widower 
would also be eligible to apply for 
survivor benefits in order to assist in 
paying for substitute homemaker 
services.” 
“ Remember, there are some male 
homemakers too,” she added, saying 
the measure would help the non­ 
working husband of working wives. 
Predict Labor 
Act Extension 
O ver Hospitals 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. Robert 
Taft Jr., R-Ohio, predicted Wednesday 
the National Labor Relations Act will 
be extended to cover nonprofit hospi­ 
tals. 
But he said any such legislation 
enacted by Congress must take into 
account “ that hospitals are for human 
beings and the preservation of life.” 
Addressing the American Hospital 
Association, Taft said “ morally, any 
hospital strike or lockout that en­ 
dangers patient care and seriously 
threatens health care to a community 
is completely unacceptable. 
“ Under no circumstances, does a 
labor-management dispute merit 
threat to human life,” he said.

Ruckelshaus 
Wife Remains 
With Nixon 


DAYTON, Ohio (AP) — The wife of 
former 
White-House aide William 
Ruckelshaus still serves as a special 
assistant to the counselor to the 
President, despite her husband’s 
resignation. 
Jill Ruckelshaus, whose husband 
was a victim in last October’s so-called 
Saturday Night Massacre, said on a 
television talk show here Thursday 
that her husband talked her out of 
resigning. 
“ At first I was very’ emotional, but 
he convinced me it would have been 
the wrong thing to generate a mass ex­ 
odus,” she said. 
Ruckelshaus was deputy attorney 
general in October when both he and 
Atty. Gen. Elliot Richardson resigned 
rather than fire then-special Water­ 
gate prosecutor Archibald Cox. 
She said she and her husband still 
support the administration. 
“ Billy resigned because he was 
asked to do something he felt was 
severely wrong,” she said. 
“ His action was not a repudiation of 
the President or the administration,” 
she said. “ He simply said, ‘I cannot do 
this.’ Every public servant ought to 
have a line beyond which he cannot 
go” 
Mrs. Ruckelshaus appeared on the 
Phil Donahue Show, a syndicated 
television talk show which originates 
in Dayton. 
Asked about the possibility of an 
E l l i o t 
R ic h a r d s o n - W illia m 
Ruckelshaus ticket in 1976, she 
quipped, “ It’s pretty hard to get on a 
button.” 
“ I think Elliot Richardson would 
make a superb President and there is 
no one in politics I admire more than 
my husband,” she said. 


“ There is always some envi­ 
ronmental determination and always 
some individual determination and it 
is improper to exclude either.” 
But he adds that the present popular 
attitude appears to be that “ in the 
courtroom, everyone is responsible. 
Elsewhere, almost no one seems to 
be.” 
He says recognizing the fact of 
voluntarily willed sin is “ the only 
hopeful view,” since it implies the 
possibility of repenting and correcting 
it. He adds: 
“ The logical, reasonable, effective 
solution for tension reduction in such 
circumstances is to make atonement, 
as the theologians call it, or as we say, 
by restitution, acknowledgment and 
revised tactics.” 
The result, he says, “ would not be 
more depression, but less.” 
He says psychoanalysts don’t use the 
word “ sin” because of its “ strong 
reproachful quality,” but they believe 
that qualities of aggression and self­ 
destruction are evil because they 
oppose the life principle. 
He suggests the word “ hate” as the 
composite term for sin, and adds: “ In 
terms of action, the long-term con­ 
sequences of hate are self-destruction. 
Thus the wages of sin really are 
death.”

U.S. Trade 
W ith Reds 
Up Sharply 


WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. trade 
with Communist countries has in­ 
creased from $0.6 billion in 1971 to $3.1 
billion in 1973, and U.S. surplus rose in 
the same time from $0.2 billion to $1.9 
billion, President Nixon reported to 
Congress Thursday. 
But, Nixon’s international economic 
report warned, “ a number of un­ 
certainties” still remain in East-West 
trade relations. It listed a centrally 
planned economy, the state-controlled 
foreign trade system, lack of par­ 
ticipation 
in 
the 
international 
monetary and trade bodies, “ lack of 
commitment to adjust domestic 
production to manufacturing for ex­ 
port, inconvertibility of currency, and 
the rigid commitment of a large 
portion of trade potential to trade 
within the bloc” as factors which 
hinder progress in East-West trade. 
There are, on the other hand, 
“ certain cautious changes in that 
system,” the report noted. To 
illustrate this point it singled out the 
Hungarian trade reform which, it said, 
was “ the most broad-based attempt by 
any of the East European Economics” 
aimed at making foreign trade more 
efficient. 
East Germany, Poland, Romania 
and Czechoslovakia adopted less 
ambitious reforms but, the report said, 
“ any real reform opening the economy 
to the impact of the world market 
forces is obviously incompatible with a 
planned economy as well as com­ 
mitment to their Communist part­ 
ners.”

specialty , the company announced a 
10-cent cash div idend to holders of its 
21.1 million shares of stock. 
It was the first cash pay ment to 
stockholders since August 19 65. 
AMC said its net sales for the last 
three months of 19 7 3 were a record $47 9 
million, almost 17 per cent ahead of the 
prev ious quarterly high of $411 million 
in the last three months of 19 7 2. 
Net quarterly earnings before ex ­ 
traordinary income tax credits were 
$8.7 million, or 28 cents a share. The 
figures for the comparable 19 7 2 period 
were $7 .1 million, or 23 cents a share. 
AMC’s recent boom may not last, 
howev er, according to one auto in­ 
dustry ex pert. 
Analy st Arv id F. J ouppi, senior v ice 
president of Delafield Childs, Inc., a 
New York institution research house, 
say s “ it’s only a matter of time ... 
before the Big Three come down on 
American Motors. 
“ GM, Ford and Chry sler hav e what 
AMC is weak in — a strong dealer 
sy stem. The great number of dealers 
means a lot more selling power than 
AMC ha s.” 
J ouppi said Wednesday that AMC 
had better do something about its 
present dependency on outside com­ 
panies for 80 per cent of its auto parts if 
it wants to hold on to its share of the 
small car market.

1st Dividend 
In 8 Years 
For AMO 


DETROIT (AP) — American Motors 
has declared its first dividend in more 
than eight years. 
With sales buoyed by the energy 
crisis which has increased demand for 
the 
small 
cars that 
are 
AMC’s 
specialty, the company announced a 
KV-cent cash dividend to holders of its 
21.1 million shares of stock. 
It was the first cash payment to 
stockholders since August 1965. 
AMO said its net sales for the last 
three months of 1973 were a record $479 
million, almost 17 per cent ahead of the 
previous quarterly high of $411 million 
in the last three months of 1972. 
Net quarterly earnings before ex­ 
traordinary income tax credits were 
$8.7 million, or 28 cents a share. The 
figures for the comparable 1972 period 
were $7.1 million, or 23 cents a share.

$2 or choose not to designate anything. 
Remember, if you did not check off 
on your 1972 return, you can still do so 
on your 1973 return for 1972 as well as 
for 1973. 


(Q.) In return for a good rate of 
interest, I agreed to have several 
thousand dollars in my bank account 
for two years. I earned $300 in interest 
from this time-deposit account. But 
because I withdrew the principal 
before the two years expired, the bank 
forfeited a portion of the interest. Can I 
deduct the forfeited amount of interest 
on my tax return? 


(A.) Yes. For individual taxpayers 
itemizing their deductions, such 
am ounts

However, 
you must report as income the entire 
amount of the interest credited to your 
account. 
» 
(Q.) Where can I get a copy of your 
official income tax guide? 
(A.) A copy of “Your Federal 
Income Tax,” Publication 17, may be 
purchased for $1.00 if picked up at IRS 
offices or many post offices throughout 
the country. If you wish to order a copy 
by mail from the Government Printing 
Office in Washington, D.C., the price is 
$1.25 postpaid. 
(Q.) What are the rules for deducting 
finance charges on department store 
revolving charge accounts? 
(A.) You may deduct the “finance 
charge” levied by retail stores on your 
revolving charge accounts if the 
charges are based on your unpaid 
balances and computed monthly. Also, 
in the case of bank credit card plans, 
you can deduct the finance charge if no 
part of this amount is for service 
charges, loan fees, credit investigation 
fees,etc. 
However, if you buy items on the 
installment plan and the carrying 
charges are separately stated, but the 
interest charge cannot be ascertained, 
deduct the lower of (I) 6 percent of 
your average unpaid monthly balance 
or (2) the actual charge for the year. 
For more details, see IRS Publication 
545, “ Income Tax Deduction for 
Interest Expense.” Use the order 
blank on the back of your 1040 tax 
forms package to obtain a free copy. 
(Q.) I filed my return the first week 
in January. When will I get my refund? 
I A.) If you filed in January and there 
were no mistakes on your return, you 
should get your refund in 4 to 5 weeks. 
If you file later, it may take up to 8 
weeks. 
(Q.) Can you round off dollars on 
your Federal income tax return? 
(A.) Yes. This means that amounts 
under 50 cents are eliminated and 
amounts from 50 cents to 99 cents are 
increased to the next dollar. If you 
choose to round off, you must do so 
consistently with all figures on the 
return. 
(Q.) I pay a baby-sitter to take care 
of my children while I go to work. Are 
these amounts deductible? 
(A.)

$400 for any calendar month for child 
care expenses incurred in your home. 
Expenses

more children. 
Your deductible expenses must be 
reduced by one-half of the amount by 
which your adjusted gross income 
exceeds $18,000 for one year.

Oil Meeting Holds 
Portent Of Future

The m eeting of oil-consuming 
nations in Washington next week to 
explore what they might do about 
what’s being done to them may 
demonstrate that the Atlantic Alliance 
is facing its moment of truth.

by the Soviet-American detente, by So­ 
viet pressures on Europe for security 
arrangements, by European worries 
that the United States, in any event, is 
going to reduce its military presence 
on the continent, and by the developing 
rivalries in Western Europe among the 
allies themselves. 
Pressures from what oil-producing 
nations did to generate economic woe 
have combined with a multiplicity of 
other factors to encourage resurgence 
of nationalism, an old bane of Europe. 
There is a “me-first” philosophy 
implicit in the plunges of the French 
and British into the Middle East in 
pursuit of their own oil deals. 
France is making deals to sop up 
Arab oil for the next 20 years, 
wherever it can be found, to be paid for 
with arms. Britain is off on a similar 
quest. West Germany is sorely worried 
by vaulting industrial costs because of 
oil prices, since the entire West Ger­ 
man economy is geared to exports. 
Inflation is staring every West 
European government in the eye. 
There is little room for optimism 
that the allies can agree on concerted 
action. The fact of life is that Europe 
just cannot get along without Middle 
East oil. 
So Europeans feared to attend the 
Washington meeting and feared to stay 
away. However, by attending, any one 
of them can make its opposition known 
to whatever might irk the Arabs and 
demonstrate that it relishes this 
meeting no more than the Arabs do.

To Panama 


PANAMA CITY (A P) - Secretary 
of State Henry A. 
Kissinger has 
pledged to return the Canal Zone to 
Panama and to launch a major new 
U.S. commitment to the Western 
Hemisphere. 
He spent 10 hours flying from 
Washington to Panama and back 
Thursday to spend five hours here to 
sign an agreement on principles that 
would govern the negotiation of a new 
canal treaty. The treaty eventually 
would return complete control of the 
canal to Panama. 
But his remarks after the signing 
ceremony, televised live in 15 l^atin 
American countries, were aimed 
mainly at the meeting in Mexico City 
later this month of Western Hemi­ 
sphere foreign ministers. 
“ I have come here to tell you on 
behalf of our President that we are 
now fully committed to a major effort 
to build a vital Western Hemisphere 
community,” he said. 
He used the agreement with Panama 
as an example of how such a com­ 
munity could work. “ It can be the first 
step toward a new era which we 
believe will be given fresh hope and 
purpose when we meet again with the 
foreign 
m inisters 
of 
all 
the 
hemisphere.” 
The 
agreement 
shows 
“ that 
Panama’s sovereignty and the vital 
interests of the United States in the 
Panama Canal can be made com­ 
patible,” he said. The principles state 
that the new treaty, yet to be nego 
tiated, will phase out rather thar 
elim inate 
imm ediately 
U.S 
jurisdiction over the 10-mile-widt 
Canal Zone that bisects this nation. 
But otherwise, Kissinger laid out feu

Makes Pledge 
To Panama 


PANAMA CITY (AP) - Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger has 
pledged to return the Canal Zone to 
Panama and to launch a major new 
U.S. commitment to the Western 
Hemisphere. 
He spent IO hours flying from 
Washington to Panama and back 
Thursday to spend five hours here to 
sign an agreement on principles that 
would govern the negotiation of a new 
canal treaty. The treaty eventually 
would return complete control of the 
canal to Panama. 
But his remarks after the signing 
ceremony, televised live in 15 I^atin 
American countries, were aimed 
mainly at the meeting in Mexico City 
later this month of Western Hemi­ 
sphere foreign ministers. 
“I have come here to tell you on 
behalf of our President that we are 
now fully committed to a major effort 
to build a vital Western Hemisphere 
community,” he said. 
He used the agreement with Panama 
as an example of how such a com­ 
munity could work. “It can be the first 
step toward a new era which we 
believe will be given fresh hope and 
purpose when we meet again with the 
foreign 
m inisters 
of 
all 
the 
hemisphere.” 
The 
agreem ent 
shows 
“ that 
Panama’s sovereignty and the vital 
interests of the United States in the 
Panama Canal can be made com­ 
patible,” he said. The principles state 
that the new treaty, yet to be nego­ 
tiated, will phase out rather thar 
elim inate 
immediately 
U.S 
jurisdiction over the 10-mile-widt 
Canal Zone that bisects this nation. 
But otherwise, Kissinger laid out few 
details of the “new era” in his speech 
which made no mention 
of th< 
Organization of American States or th< 
Alliance for Progress, the last majoi 
U.S. aid program for I^atin America 
which began in the Kennedy ad 
ministration.

A data bank of information prov ided 
by the colleges has been compiled by 
the CL5 , cov ering a wide range of 
characteristics that stu dents consider 
when choosing colleges. 
It works in this manner. First, the 
applicant completes a checklist that 
asks for his edu cational and personal 
preferences in a college.

WASHINGTON (A P) - The House 
Judiciary Committee, with a solid 
mandate from the House, is preparing 
to go after any evidence it needs for its 
investigation of possible grounds for 
impeaching President Nixon. 
The major targets of the committee, 
as it picks up the pace of the inquiry, 
are the files of the White House and 
Special Watergate FYosecutor Leon 
Jaworski. 
Chairman Peter W, Rodino, D-N.J., 
planned to confer today with John M. 
Doar and Albert Jenner, the two top 
lawyers on the committee’s im­ 
peachment staff, and decide how to get 
what they want from the files. 
The House on Wednesday granted 
the 
committee 
broad 
subpoena 
powers. 
Although in Rodino’s view the 410-4 
vote gives the committee authority to 
subpoena Nixon, he told the House he 
would not do so unless it Droved 
absolutely necessary. Nixon has 
promised to cooperate with the 
committee, within limits. 
Rodino said he intends to seek 
voluntary compliance with the com­ 
mittee’s requests before turning to the 
subpoena power. 
The resolution approved by the 
House also gives the committee 
authority to compel answers to written 
questions it submits and to take depos­ 
itions. 
Rodino, repeating a pledge to do all 
he can to wind up the impeachment 
investigation by April 30, succeeded in 
heading off an effort by some Republi­ 
cans to write the date into the sub­ 
poena resolution. 
The committee’s function is to make 
a recommendation to the House as to 
whether it should vote articles of 
impeachment against Nixon. If the 
House does vote for impeachment, it 
would require a two-thirds vote in the 
Senate to convict the President and 
remove him from office.

Impeachment 
Panel Given 
House Push 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The House 
Judiciary Committee, with a solid 
mandate from the House, is preparing 
to go after any evidence it needs for its 
investigation of possible grounds for 
impeaching President Nixon. 
The major targets of the committee, 
as it picks up the pace of the inquiry, 
are the files of the White House and 
Special Watergate Prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski. 
Chairman Peter W. Rodino, D-N.J., 
planned to confer today with John M. 
Doar and Albert Jenner, the two top 
lawyers on the committee’s im­ 
peachment staff, and decide how to get 
what they want from the files. 
The House on Wednesday granted 
the committee broad subpoena 
powers. 
Although in Rodino’s view the 410-4 
vote gives the committee authority to 
subpoena Nixon, he told the House he 
would not do so unless it Droved 
absolutely necessary. Nixon has 
promised to cooperate with the 
committee, within limits. 
Rodino said he intends to seek 
voluntary compliance with the com­ 
mittee’s requests before turning to the 
subpoena power. 
The resolution approved by the 
House also gives the committee 
authority to compel answers to written 
questions it submits and to take depos­ 
itions. 
Rodino, repeating a pledge to do all 
he can to wind up the impeachment 
investigation by April 30, succeeded in 
heading off an effort by some Republi­ 
cans to write the date into the sub­ 
poena resolution. 
The committee’s function is to make 
a recommendation to the House as to 
whether it should vote articles of 
impeachment against Nixon. If the 
House does vote for impeachment, it 
would require a two-thirds vote in the 
Senate to convict the President and 
remove him from office. 


Deny Agency 
Hires Only 
Democrats 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - J. Phillip 
Richley, director of the Ohio Depart­ 
ment of Transportation, has promised 
an investigation following a federal 
report that his employes have been 
hired and promoted because of party 
affiliation. 
Richley, a Democrat, said Wed­ 
nesday he wanted to read the entire 
General Accounting Office report 
before creating the machinery for 
probe. 
The GAO earlier this week called for 
such an investigation. The office said if 
found alleged practices of hiring and 
promoting based on party involvement 
with the Democrats. 
“ The GAO is not saying we com­ 
mitted violations of the law, but are 
saying there could be violations,” 
Richley said. “ We will get legal ad­ 
vice, and where we find illegal ac­ 
tivity, we will stop it. 
“ I am not going to say there haven’t 
been isolated cases, but we’re not 
aware of them.” 
Richley said it was “absolutely not” 
the policy of his department to hire and 
promote based on politics. 
“ The implication that every person 
hired is a Democrat is erroneous and 
not possible,” he said. 
The department has 10,000 employes 
and 7,000 are in labor unions, Richley 
said.

The White House was optimistic that 
the tentative settlement reached 
Thursday would end the nine-day-old 
strike but said contingency plans had 
been developed in case the protests 
continued. 
Federal Energy Office deputy ad­ 
ministrator John C. Sawhill said those 
plans involved the possible use of 
federal troops to keep the highways 
open to truck traffic. 
Many independent truckers’ leaders 
denounced the settlement as a sellout. 
One — J.W . “ River Rat” Edwards of 
Kansas City — said “ As long as the 
government refuses to talk sense, we 
won’t either.” 
But the negotiators said they felt 
they could end the shutdown once they 
explained what government con­ 
cessions mean to the independent 
drivers. 
Chief negotiator William Hill of 
Pittsburgh said he felt the shutdown 
could end by the first of next week “ if 
they (individual drivers) get the 
program and the package explained to 
them.” 
He said Pennsylvania Gov. Milton J. 
Shapp, who organized and mediated 
the negotiations, had promised to

WASHINGTON (AP) - Governors 
of the Great Lakes states have made a 
pitch for active participation in the 
proposed $10-billion administration 
energy research and development 
program. 
Gov. Patrick J. Lucey of Wisconsin 
noted Thursday that nine of the “ Big 
Ten” universities were situated in the 
Great I^kes region. He said they were 
doing “ a remarkable job” in energy 
research. 


He said he would like to see funds 
from the administration’s proposed 
program allocated to those univer­ 
sities to continue the national research 
and development effort “ and not have 
all go to the oil barons.” 


The 
governors 
of 
Minnesota, 
Michigan, Indiana and Ohio expressed 
similar views during a meeting with 
the congressional delegations of the 
Great Lakes states. 


The governors have organized a 
caucus to get the delegations to work 
together to get more federal money 
and projects into the region. 
The Atomic Energy Commission 
proposed the $10-billion, 
five-year 
program, for which President Nixon 
has budgeted some $2 billion for fiscal 
1975. Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., 
has proposed a separate $20 billion, 10- 
year program. His bill has passed the 
Senate and is pending in the House. 
The governors made their appeal for 
some of the proposed funds after Rep. 
William D. Ford, D-Mich., criticized 
them for speaking only in general 
terms about regional cooperation 
instead of “ sticking your necks out”

WASHINGTON (AP) - Governors 
of the Great I^akes states have made a 
pitch for active participation in the 
proposed $10-billion administration 
energy research and development 
program. 
Gov. Patrick J. Lucey of Wisconsin 
noted Thursday that nine of the “ Big 
Ten” universities were situated in the 
Great I^akes region. He said they were 
doing “ a remarkable job" in energy 
research. 


He said he would like to see funds 
from the administration’s proposed 
program allocated to those univer­ 
sities to continue the national research 
and development effort “ and not have 
all go to the oil barons.” 


The 
governors

Minnesota, 
Michigan, Indiana and Ohio expressed 
similar views during a meeting with 
the congressional delegations of the 
Great l.akes states.
